BOATS GET NEW SIGNALS. 


An Inventor Has Devised a Powerful 


Light Which Does the Work. 


(San Frnncisco Chronicle.) 


For years there lias been considerable 


trouble' experienced on the Gres.t lakes 
in understanding the numerous whistle 
blasts which the boats use in signaling 
each other. 
This difficulty has been 


greatest in the several 
channels 
be- 


tween the lakes, where traffic is much 
congested and where the signals often 
become confused. 
High winds often 


make it impossible for pilots to hear 
Ihe whisllc blast from a boat thut is 
approaching, and on a number of oc- 
casions serious wrecks have resulted. 


During the day the 'stcani that cs 


capes from a whistle can be seen, if 
there is no mist to obscure it. and the 
fact that these jets of steam 
often 


made it easy for the pilots to under- 
stand signals they did not hear dis- 
tinctly, gave an inventor the,idea ol 
devising a means of throwing up 
a 


bright electric light at the same instant 
a whistle is blown. 


A powerful rny of light comes at the 


moment the signal is sounded and is 
repeated just as the whistle is blown 
nnd with the same duration. 
This 


makes it very easy to renrl the signal, 
even if there is something to prevent 
the officer from hearing the sound. 


Vessels on bays anrt rivers may be 


equipped with a similar device, 
and 


even in a fog these bright lights can he 
seen well enough at close range to ren- 
der great aid to the navigators.

postoflkes.

geographical survey employes in land- 
ing good positions in the business or 
scientific world is proverbial. 


Of course, on the other hand, there is 


a trail of wrecked careers due to young 
men entering the government 
service 


and losing their ambition in dull routine 
work: but where the young roan stands 
the test his success is usually great. 


The forest service, for exainple. has 


developed into a great

post-graduate institution for learning 
the theory and practice of forestry. A

Nobody criticises anybody for this. A 


najority of the men heretofore and now 
connected with the forestry bureau no 
doubt have been faithful and efficient, 
employes, lint there is no gainsaying 
the ftct that the knowledge and experi- 
ence th'cy have acquired while working 
for Uncle Sam hns been of great benefit 
to them in bettering their ^josiiion by 
getting outside employment. 


Matters have reached such n pass in 


the forest service that the personnel is 
constantly shifting and changing. Young 
men enter tbe bureau soon after leavina 
school or college, nnd after learning the 
practical side of forestry and being pro- 
moted to sonic extent, they accept offers 
from lumber associations or companies, 
colleges, states, railroads and other cor- 
porations interested in forestry.

science niid occupation in this country^ 
nnd the forest sen-ice for some time en- 
joyed almost a monopoly of knowledge 
on" the subject. Now the bureau is re-

During the last few years scores of 


young men have left the bureau to ac- 
cept more lucrative employment else: 
where. It is well known that salaries 
in the bureau nre comparatively low. 
Despite the continual stream of resig- 
nations, the personnel of the service has 
increased from 50 in 1901 to 3.500. for- 
mcrly the forestry bureau was housed in 
three rooms in the agricultural depart- 
ment. Xow it occupies a wiiole "in of- 
fice building here, with branch office* ui 
half a dozen western cities.

service training school. A. 1". Cliitten- 
dcn and Ed M: Hamilton, formerly for- 
est assistant and limilicrman of the for- 
est service, have been appointed forester 
and lumberman', respectively, of thft In- 
dian bureau.
